LAND SALE IN CROMWELL,

The Waste Land Board has a special aptitude 
for blundering. On Friday last, according to an 
announcement in that obscure publication, the 
Provincial Government Gazette^ a Lati4 waa 
to be held at the Cfoniwell Court-houBc at noon: 
Mr Uhapple, the auctioneer, arrived in due time; 
btiMha Court-house was closed, and the Clerk 
was abac ut. What was to be done? Tho auc- 
tioneer promptly obtained permission to hold 
the sale ia tho Public Library, and soon after, 
Mr Chappie having assumed tho functions of a 
i public bell-man, ho was seen perambulating 
Melmore-terrace, ringing a borrowed bell, and 
inviting ths spcoulaturg in township sectiopv to 
“ roll up.'* Thus was the sale made known to 
persona who never see a Provincial Government 
GattUe^ but wlio do regularly pernse this journal. 
This obscure mode of making known so impor- 
tant a public matter os the sale of land, is very 
repreheusiblc. It is most uiibusincss-like, as it 
limits the competition at these sales to the fetV 
who by good luck, or extraordinary vigilance', 
find out when and where a land sale is to take 
place. If Mr J. T. Thomson, Chief Commis. 
gioner of the Waste Laud Board, had any land 
of his own which he desired to dispose of to tho 
host advantage, ho would not bury his advertise- 
ments in an official Gazette oi limited cirriulation.

When Mr Chappie iuspccted tho plan of the 
blocks and sections to be offered for sale, it was 
found that there was some grave error in the 
numbering of the blocks.

A letter was re.ad from if is Honor the Super- 
intendent, coutainihg the following Biiggcations : 
— 1 . The consideration of legislation affecting 
the Goldfields, with a view of making practical 
suggestions as to the amendmeut and consolida- 
tion of existing Acts. 2. The recommendation 
of such alterations in the ilegiihitions as may 
be suitable to the present condition of Gold- 
mining. 3. The application of Part I II. of the 
Immigration and Public Works Act to the gold- 
fields. His Honor thinks that the most econo- 
mical, practical and speedy mode in which the 
limited amount obtainable by this province can 
be applied is by advancing money on loan at not 
exceeding 5.\ per cent, to companies already in 
existence, or S^Oiich may be formed hereafter, 
the Government to advance the money upon 
such terms ni shall recoup itself, and aa shall 
provide for the supply of water at the lowest 
possible rates’. 

Tbo following is the substance of the reply of 
the Confererice : — 

“ As the consolidation o;|thQ various Statutes 
affecting the Goldfields appears to be the primary 
duty of your Cuminissioners, and as the futiu-c 
regnlationa of the Otago goldfields must be based 
on the consolidated and amended Statutes, they 
suggest that the consideration of the latter sub- 
ject be postponed until the amended Statute is 
before them. They therefore suggest that upon 
the conclusion of their in(]^uiries upon the other 
subjects remitted to them, they should adjourn 
' their sittings iintT after the next session, of the 
General Assembly. The suggestions on' Part III, 
of the Immigration and Public Works Act will 
receive earnest consider.ition.”

The chief topic of interest just now otL^tbe 
goldfields being tho question of Water SilpplyiJ 
a few words as to our claims to be classed siraon^- 
thc sluicing districts may not be considered bu't 
of place. . 1 .V ' ' 

This locality has hlthorto been commouly asso- 
ciated with purely reefing matters, aoifc-may not 
possibly be unintereating to your readers to learn 
that the sluicing interest bids fair to overtop 
that of the reefers. Quartz-reefing has been 
found to be, at best, but a precarious pursuit, 
requir'iiig much patience and more capital to 
bring it to a successful issue ; so many of our 
prominent quartz-miners are turning their at- 
tention to hydraulic mining, the area of p.iyablo 
ground being found by proepecting to be almost 
iinliinited. The Aurora water has been rented 
by Kazlett and party, who are cutting an exteii- 
I sive head-race to the terraces on the Clutha be- 
! low the junction of the Linclia with that river, 
Avhere already another party have been sluicing 
Avith water from Shepherd’s Creek for upwards 
of two years with excellent results, AUdred and 
ptarty are constructing a race from Bendigo Gnlly 
to the terraces lying below Hazlett’g chiim, 

. Ilorrigau and Co. have obtained a grant of Dry 
Creek, and intoinl bringing in Avater at once to 
Kohinoor Gully : this will be an undertaking of 
considerable magnitude. Lastly, a party have 
rented the Rise aud Shine Co. ’a tail-Avatcr, at 
present fioAving doAvn Bendigo Gully, and have 
applied for a tail-race to alnice the Ioay -lying 
spurs betw^een Shepherd’s Creek and Bendigo, 
the Avater to be diverted beloAv the Alta Co. ’s 
j mill. Naturally the change in the direction of 
• so much labour in a small community like ours 
j Avoiild be likely to produce some complications ; 

[ but I think we Avere scarcely prepared for such 
as have arisen. In the first place, Mr M'Leau, 
of Ardgour Station, has applied to inirchase G40 
acres of land, the said land being proved to be 
auriferous, aud absolutely necessary, now and 
hereafter, as an are-a Avhereon to stack tailings 
from sluicing chums in the viciuity ; and in the 
second place, Mr Logan objects to having dirty 
water seat down Bendigo Creek, or interfering 
i with his quartz-crushing, the mill being placed 
at the month of the principal outlet tor the dis- 
trict, a mistake, for Avhich it is to be hoped tho 
community hero will not be made to sufier. 
Should either the foregoing application or ohjec- 
tion be entertained, a great blow Avill liaA^e been 
struck at the material prosperity of the place, 
.and many avIio now think to settle down here 
permanently will find their hopes vanish like the 
“ baseless fabric of a vision.” Here is a fine op- 
portunity for the gentle exercise of the moribund 
bugbear, “discretionary poAver, ” I trust it 
may, in this case, be made to perform thcgnicc- 
ful act of conferring the “ greatest good on tho 
greatest mitnber.”

A corregpondent. from Alexandra informs us 
that Conroy’s Quartz Mining and Cniahing Co. 
have got all the timber on tho ground necessary 
for erecting the machinery and buildings. The 
road from tho reef to tho macliinory is now com- 
pleted. They have put in a long tunnel, and 
the ftfif is said to bo looking splendid. In But- 
chc::^^ind Conroy’s Gullies all the tail-races are 
in full work, but as yet none are washing up. 
Most of tho dredges on the river are again in 
full work ; and the river bank claims are start- 
ing to Work again. Tho Ovens Water Race Co, 
are applying for now ground (an extended claim) 
ftbovG Butler’s Point on the luiln river, antici- 
paling that they will strike tho same lead as 
yielded so richly at Butler’s Point. The Maau- 
herikia Co. arc working on the river bank near 
Mutton Town, but with what Vcsult is not 
knov4n. 

Our Nevis corro spin debt writes as follows •— 
The last rain we ha I swamped several good 
paying claims, lb is very (lisheartoniug to men 
when they see perhaps months of hard labour 
thrown away }Ust as they are commencing to 
nap the golden harvest. —Winter seems to bo 
setting in in earnest. The frost is as sharp now 
as it Was any time last year, and if it continues 
the ahucers Will have no water to work with. 

It ia reported that the few miners at work 
on the Port Molyneui beach aro realising good 
returns of tho precious metal, one party of three 
having netted no leas than. 200 ozs. of pure gold 
ill three weeks. 

The West Coast must be A lively place at pre- 
sent. The Greymouth Dtieniivf Star iu a recent 
number says “ Never within our recollection 
were there fewer matters of either interest or 
import on tile West Coast to record than at 
pressufc. From Okaritn on the south to far be- 
yoiil Greymouth on the north, nothing has nc- 
ciirre ,1 worthy of special mention ; and unless 
BDuiething of startling interest or deepest mo- 
mont occurs, the newspaper Wi'itcra’ occupation 
in this part of the Colony will collapse.” 

Prospecting is still prosecuted in the Hawke’s 
Bay Province, a prospecting party” having 
been maiataiuad for a long time past at the 
priblic expense they are noW ui the neighbuur- 
hood of Tfiupo. They report as follows:— 

“ After trying a fewplacss in the neighbourhood 
of the Oar.aTiga, we made for the river named on 
your map—* Duffer's Gully/ Which was followed 
Up to iU source, finding gold hero and there all 
along the upper pyarb of it, although iu quantity 
too small for working.

We have found t\s'o | 
or three reefs, traceable along the surface for 
Some di.stan.ee, and have brought away samples ■ 
of tho stone, which looks promising enough. 
We are now about to proceed up the Tauranga, 
which, with its tributaries, we intend giving a 
fair trial. It is almost our last hope of fmding i 
any payable alluvial or creek Workings. ” 

Like all new methods fof Working auriferous 
he Is, the dredging system did not prove an iin- 
mediabe Guccess on the Shotover. Iu fact, so 
imlneky have been the Various dredge companies 
that those wise prophets everywhere to bo found 
uoudomued the system as a failure. However, 
soma who have met such ill success as would 
deter moat men from procoecling further, have 
pQT.se voroi in spite of all dilTiGiiltiea, and, we ara 
glad to Say, are now reaping the reward their 
plucky efforts doSorve. We more particularly 
allude to Messrs Ashcroft, Greaves, and Co., 
who lost one dreilge before they had properly 
Iricl their claim at the S-andiiills. This firm 
proGCGdc'l to build another, but up to the Haster 
holiiUya met with but qualified aucCRSs, Since 
then they have obtained over l(10o2s. of gold. 
The gold is coarse in description, varying from 
a penny weight up to three-quarters of an ounce 
pieces.

THE MININta GONPERENGE. 

:l^o— 

TUESDAY, MAY IG. 

The Mining Conjerence met iu Duuedin on 
Tuesday, the 16th )iiist., continued its sLt- 
tinga throughout ijha week. We take tho fol- 
lowing report from' the Dailf/ T'b/i'.s ,• — 

Mr Mouat was appointed Chainnau i>n the 
motion of Mr Shepjierd, and the Ocmfevencc; then 
proceeded to pass regulations regarding then- 
order of huainess. 

The ennsi deration of tho Goldfields Act, 1SG6, 
and the various amendments, was entered upon 
section by section, A very general feeling was 
expressed that it ia desirable iu any c on sol id a - 
tion of the Goldfielda legislation, that matters 
not immediately connected with and separable 
from gold mining ahoUld be dealt with by sepa- 
rate and special Acts of tho Legislature. This 
opiuiou waa enforced more particularly with 
regard to Native lands and the question of settle, 
ment, which were generally adjudged nut to be 
within the special functions of the Conimigsioii, 
Resolutions to this effect Were given notice of by 
various members of the Commission for consi- 
deration at the next sitting. 

Some discussion ensued as to the propriety of 
extending the providions of the Goldfields Act 
to all waste lands of tho Crown, without the 
neceasityofproclaimiuggoldtields. Thesystem 
in force in New Zealand Was contrasted with 
the law in force in Victoria, where tho Mining 
Statute is male applicable iu the same way, and 
instead of goldfields being excepted, and Bct 
apart specially, the lands reserved for mining 
Were excludeil from the operations of the Act. 
The applicability of the Victorian st.atute in 
this respect was cortaulcred, and it appeared to 
be the opinion of the delegate g that if Native 
lands were dealt with specially, no difficulty 
wnuld arise ; and that it W.aa not the duty of 
the CuniuiLasLou to couaidor the consequences of 
these recommendations, but the duty of the 
Govenuneut to adapt the general legialation so 
far as possible iu that direction. 

The question of the tenure of mining property! 
and the desirability of making it more secure 
by adopting tho Victorian system of issuing 
miners’ rights for terms of years, and of con- 
solidated miners' rights, met with very general 
approval. Various notices of motion on the j 
Bubj'cct of tenure ware given, The question of | 
tho tenure of water rights secTnci.1 especially to | 
absorb the attention of the delegates. The ox- \ 
ception. of tWo aluice heails of Water in favour ■ 
of the holdei'3 of claims along the course 1 
Greeks Will no doubt glvo rise to seriou.s debate ! 
and seems to be tho subject of some difference 
of opinion. Tlia weight of opinion ct pressed 
seemed, however, to be, that this exception 
should only operate as a rcsbriction on the ori- 
ginal grant, not h.aving any effect to deprive 
holders of water rights, who have expended 
capital and labour iu constructing races, of any 
porbinii of the right originally granted. 

A very general determination was expressed 
in favour of limiting the power of Wardens to , 
the powers expressly confer re. I by law, annull- 
ing tliQ discretinuary powur ; and it was sug. 
gcstccl that it Would bs denrablc to give the 
administrative power to a Local Board, in order 
to avoid giving to the Wardens the power hs 
Well to make grants aa afterwards to adjudicate 
Upon them. 

Judging from the spirit with which the Com- 
iniasiim have entered upon a difficult and pro- 
bably thankless task, and the evident desire to 
avoid enter lug Upon subjcct>1 not strictly withiu 
the scope of their enquiries, aa Well as the geue- 
ral acquaiiitauce which the delegates appear to i 
have with the various difficulties of mining j 
legislation, we may confidently anticipate very 
valuable results from their labours. The idea 
of separating from purely mining legislation tall 
questions concerning the laud laws, public 
works, &c., is a judicious one, and calculated to 
lead the Coiifereuco to the consideration of tho 
subject in a calm and impartial light. Tho Go- 
vernment has placed at the disposal of tho Com- 
mU.Hion all tho latest legislation on the sulqccfc, 
in Vicfcnri.-i as well ,oa all other countries where 
the mining interest has assiiiiiDd any liuportauce. 
Wo hnpo the General As^omidy will adopt libe- 
ral and intelligent views avith regard to the con- 
clusions which may be arrived at by tho Con- 
ference. ' 

The following U from the Duucilin of May 
l.j : — Wo gladly hail, theroforo, the annoiincc- 
meiit that tho present Ministry inteqd nnt only 
to consolidata the bwa affecting the goldfields but 



to propose a moasuro that will meet the cliauged 
circumstances of affairs. Tho Miiibtry destu-vo 
credit for the attention they havo paid tu the 
matter. We know ^hat they havo cai'C fully 
studied for tho Victorian Blue Bonks, and not 
content with this, they employed Captain Bald- 
win to report on the state of mining in Califor- 
nia. Wo trust tho Confcreuco will give atten- 
tion to that report, espc-hally to that portion re- 
lating to water rights, The Conference will na- 
turally only rellecb the opinions of Otago miners 
iu minor details, but on tho mere oompreheusivo 
I questions adheting the gold-mining imluatry an 
! a colonial interest, their views will naturally be 
those current amongst t'hd class they aro sup- 
posed to repreaoiit. Wo say suppose, because 
the alrotum of delegates has been decide I evi- 
dently upon persimalgroviuls of iUuuss, nut upon 
any deehired opininiia. Very groat powoi s have 
thus been given to the members of the Otmfe- 
reuce ; »ud furbJier, bee an. so goldli-ilds intcrcits 
and views are much alike thronghoilt tlic Co- 
lony, We an: also glad to that at the Tli.auies 
and at the Went Oo.ast g jbUiel U the iiiiiiei-s arc 
alive to tb.e impfn'tance of in iking their require- 
ments known to the Governiuent, 

We are afraid the GoufureucB will not rise to 
the occasion. Tiie mi lie rs , i n elec t i n g d c I eg a U-s, 
seem to have generally eoiisiderel that tbuirdii- ! 

' tics would eoii.si.st .-hiefly in revising the regahv- ■ 
tioiiR. Tljcne have only rec(*iitly l>eoji framed by i 
a Board of Wardona. aiid act well on tho Whole ; , 
any interference with ithein by the now body 
would duly lead to a sylteiu of tinkering. Such 
narrow dutic.s arc not required. What the Go- 
venimsut looks for is suggestions fur tho better 
governjncjit of the gohlfielda, so aa to promote 
their aucial, permanent, and material prosperity. 

A Strange Story, 

Tho KartfiM-d (Oounectinut) Journal re- 
lates the following iufcercsting story of the 
' grave of the k'te Roger Williams, the 
founder of Rlimle Island : — Ninety years 
after Lis death — that in in 1771—steps 
were taken to erect soiiu: aiiit-uble Bioim- 
ment to tiie memory of tho founder of ! 
Rhode Island, biib the atormj of the I'avo- 
i liitioLL c.im^ on and the work wu.s forgotten. 
Rpcently the subject has been revived , and 
Roger VV^illhuns may yet luive some ont- 
wni'd sign to mark and perpetuate his name. 
The precise locality of his grave 1 ms been ^ 
carefully iLseertained and e:Mniined. On 
acraping off the turf from the surface of 
the ground the dim outline.^ of seven graves 
were found, contained within less than one 
Square roc!. In colonial times each fiimily 
had its jpwn burial ground^ which was 
usually near the family rosidunee. Two 
of these seven grave.s were those of children, 
j the remaining four wore adults. Tfie 
I oastei-ly grave was identified as that of jMr 
Williams. On digging doWn into the 
“ charnel house,” it was found that every- 
thing lu<l passed into oblivion. TJie .shupe.s 
of the coliifis could only be traced by a 
black line of carbonaemuvs matter — the 
thickness of tiie edges of the side of the 
CO Hi ns, with their ends distinctly defined. 
The rusted remains of tlio liingesand nails, 
aith a few fragments of wood and a single 
roumi knob, was all tliat could heg.itliered 
from his grave. In the grave of his wife 
there was not a trace of anything Siive a 
single lock of braided hair, wiiicli had sm- 
vivL-d fclie la[>sc of more tliau ISO years, i 
Near the grave stood a Venei-able apjdc tree, i 
when and by wliom planted is not known. 1 
Tills tree has sent two of its m.-iin roots 
into the grave of Mr and Mrs Williams, j 
The larger root had pushed its way tlirough j 
tim oartti till it rcacli.od tho jirecisc Spot or- • 
cup Led by the skull of Roger Williams, 
Then making a turn as if going round the 
ijkul], it folio ved the dii ccldon of the hack- 
bona to the hi])S. Here itdivhled into two 
bi-fmchn.s, sending one along each leg to the 
lieol, where both turned Upv'ards to the toe. 
One of those roots formed a crank at the 
knee, wliich niake.n the whole boar a very 
closo resemblance to the human form. 
Tlic grave.s were emptied of every particle 
of human dust. It is kiiosvu to cliomi.stry 
that all Bc.sh and the gelatinous matter 
giving consistency to the bones, are ]-osr>lvcd 
into carbonic acid gas, water, and air, wdiiie 
tliC solid limo dust usually remains. But 
in this cjusD even the pliospliale of lime of 
the bones in both graves was all gone. 
There stood the ‘\guilty iipplc tree,” caught 
in the very act of “ robbing the grave.” 
Tile organic inattin' of Roger Williams had 
passed into woody fibre and liloomnd i]i 
dm apple blossornSj mid had become jdcasant 
to the eye ; and mo re, it had gone into 
fruit from year to year, so that the qnrsLion 
might be asked, who ato Roger WilHains'} 

In Peek skill a paj^'sr .sprains of a dopfu-lerl 
cibi7.CM, who was '* struck down by the 
hand of Providence, and not permitted to 
finish tho Ercuch roof he had commenced 
on Ilia house.” 

There ia a verdict on record in niie of
